The essence of 
the document, it is rumored in diplo­ 
matic circles here, is that Great Britain 
refuses to submit to arbitration any of 
the territory within the Schomburg 
line.

Congreii Should Pass Appropriation Bills 
and Go Home. 
Omaha, Neb., Dec. 5 —Henry Watter­ 
son, in Omaha yesterday, speaking of 
the president’s message, said: “Noth­ 
ing will come of it Congress will not 
do anything at all and if the republicans 
are wise they will simply pass the ap­ 
propriation bills and go home. With 
different political majorities in the two 
houses, and Mr. Cleveland in the presi­ 
dency, it is idle to hope for any agree­ 
ment upon important measures of legis­ 
lation. 
It must be remembered that 
our national banking system rests upon

within seventy-two hours permitting 
the passage of the second guardship. 
Constantinople, Dec. 3, ia Sofia, Bul­ 
garia, Dec. 5.—The rumor that Sir Phil­ 
ip Currie, the British ambassador, had 
notified the Porte that Great Britain 
gave the sultan until Saturday next in 
which to issue the firmans demanded 
for the passage of the extra guardship 
through the Dardanelles and that if 
they were not forthcoming by that time 
an extra British guardship would pass 
the straits without the sultan’s per­ 
mission, cannot be confirmed in official 
circles. But Sir Philip Currie undoubt­ 
edly seems to have made some impor­ 
tant communication, the nature of 
which is not known to Tewflk Pasha, 
the Turkish minister for foreign af­ 
fairs. 
Washington, Dec. 5.—It is learned 
from official dispatches to the depart­ 
ment of state that Abdul Hamid has 
been sending private dispatches to 
Queen Victoria, Emperor William, the 
czar of Russia and other European sov­ 
ereigns imploring them to spare him 
this mortification and predicting that it 
will be followed not only by serious 
riots in Constantinople, but by a gen­ 
eral uprising of Mohammedans all over 
the earth, who will avenge the insult 
to the head of their religion by attack­ 
ing Christians wherever they find them.

W orking by th e Eye. 
The advance in the accuracy of work­ 
manship in machinery is one of the 
remarkable features of manufactures. 
Formerly if a shaft could be made right 
within 1-32 of an inch all was well. 
Indeed, under old processes this was as 
fine a degree of correctness as the eye I 
could perceive. But this was altogether 
too far from perfect to answer many 
purposes, and mechanics set about de­ 
vising some means to insure more ab­ 
solute accuracy. One of the first sug­ 
gestions that the eye was less reliable 
than the fingers came from the fitting 
of certain cylinders with plugs. It was 
found that a number of plugs could be 
made all precisely alike so far as the 
eye could judge, but the veriest novice 
detected a difference, in their size the 
moment they were applied to the bole 
for which they were intended. 
It is 
said that now the difference of 1-5000 
of an inch can readily be perceived by 
the most inexperienced person.
